THE R.I.B.A. AND CURRENT AFFAIRS 


NDER this title there appeared in the “ Journal” 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects for 
September 9, an article in reference to the 
formation recently of the Institute of Regis- 

tered Architects, in the course of which various matters 
of R.I.B.A. policy and the many activities of the 
Institute are referred to. Those activities are well 
known to the profession, and therefore to our readers, and 
it would not be necessary to refer to the article in ques- 
tion but for the fact that its publication has prompted a 
reply from the Secretary of the Incorporated Association 
of Architects and Surveyors which has been sent to us 
for publication and to which we made reference in our 
last issue. Where the statements in the article referred 
to do not describe the well-known and admittedly fine 
record and activities of the R.I.B.A., they are of a con- 
troversial nature and have been discussed in the same 
spirit in the letter of the Secretary of the Incorporated 
Association, and their publication and the criticism upon 
them would appear to be unnecessary and undesirable. 
Moreover, as The Builder took no small part in the 
unification movement in the profession which resulted 
in the amalgamation of the R.I.B.A. and the Society of 
Architects, and as we still believe in the need for 
unification and hope that some agreement may be 
possible by which the views and activities of all archi- 
tectural interests may be pooled for the common good, 
we see no good reason for publishing in our columns 
matter which, in our judgment, is calculated to delay the 
accomplishment of that further unity which is so much 
to be desired, though there is one matter dealt with in 
the article referred to which we shall mention sub- 
sequently in order to show what disunity leads to. 

The efforts of the architectural profession to seek 
strength in unity have been continuous and of great 
value, and no one who wishes well for the profession 
can fail to regret the disunity which undoubtedly exists. 
There was considerable relief when the R.I.B.A. and 
the Society of Architects buried the hatchet and joined 
forces, and as the objectives of existing architectural 
societies appear to be the same, it is a matter for regret 
that the profession should not make up its mind as a 
whole and direct its movements as one body. 

Though we are well aware of mistakes which the 
Royal Institute of British Architects has made, and 
have not hesitated to refer to them when we have 
believed them to have happened, we do not forget its 
long and honourable record on behalf of the profession, 
nor do we fail to realise its paramount position, as well 
as its influence and the “ machinery” it commands 
which, rightly used, is available for the attainment of 
objects so necessary for the good of the profession ; but 
we think its influence would become greater if its 
attitude towards the younger and less influential 
societies were modified. With the facts of the origin, 
growth and work and influence of the Society of 
Architects in mind, we think there are good grounds for 
the belief that the Society had a stimulating and useful 
influence not only in the profession generally but in the 
Institute itself ; but we know how its existence aa 
registration policy were ignored for many years by the 
R.LB.A., which” that policy. The 
various smaller societies representing or professing to 
represent the professions in this country have not, we 
»elieve, been found inimical to, nor have they been 
opposed by, the premier and admittedly representative 
body in those professions, and it has been suggested by 
loyal supporters of the R.1.B.A. that its willingness to 
<o-operate with societies formed for the promotion of 
‘hose objects which the Institute has steadily been 
ondeavouring to advance, or which have only recently 
veen found desirable or necessary, would be all to the good. 


We can find no satisfactory reason why such co- 
operation cannot be secured. The effect of the absence 
of such a spirit can be realised from a perusal of the 
article in the R.I.B.A. “ Journal” and the reply of 
the Secretary of the Incorporated Association of Archi- 
tects and Surveyors. One matter dealt with relates to 
claims to the initiation of the movement for revision 
of the Registration Act—a trivial matter in itself com- 
pared with the need for revision, and which would 
not have arisen had the profession been united. [It 
will be seen, by the way, from a note whioh we publish 
on page 490, that the Architects’ Registration Council 
has refused to accede to the request of the recently- 
formed Institute of Registered Architects for co- 
operation and support.] Quoting the article, we read 
that ‘‘ While on the reasons for the formation of another, 
and as we think it, superfluous body, we can refer to 
the constantly reiterated statement that only such 
a body as this new Institute can effectively promote 
revisions in the Act to bring it more into agreement 
with the generally recognised desires of the profession. 
This statement is surely made so as to imply that 
until the formation of a new Institute no steps had 
been taken to consider amendments to the Act. On 
August 8, 1931, a dinner was held at the R.I.B.A. 
to celebrate the passage of the Act through the 
Houses of Parliament. If there had been at any stage 
a tendency to accept without comment the Act as 
passed by the State surely that would have been the 
occasion. But we find Lt.-Col. T. C. R. Moore, the 
Member under whose guidance the Act travelled through 
the House of Commons, acknowledging that the Act as 
it stands is not perfect, and adding that he supposed it 
was because the architectural profession was accustomed 
to working and building for the future rather than for 
the present that it had been prepared to accept the 
mutilated Act with enthusiasm! “‘ This measure,” he 
said, “‘ is largely designed to influence the future of the 
profession rather than the present.” 

“Tt is with an eye to the future that the R.I.B.A. 
Registration Committee and the Registration Council 
itself has conducted its work. Within a few months of 
the formation of the Registration Council the R.1.B.A. 
proposed to it that a Registration Act Amendment 
Committee should be formed, and this Committee is 
now sitting under the chairmanship of Mr. Stanley Hall. 
The initiative in this came from the Institute and the 
power to promote the suggestion via the Registration 
Council also comes from the Institute.” 

The Secretary of the Incorporated Association 
emphatically denies the accuracy of this statement and 
replies: “ What are the facts borne out by documen- 
tary evidence and unchallengeable? As one of the 
representatives of the LA.A.S. on the Registration 
Council, it fell to my lot to make the suggestion and to 
move a resolution that an Amending Act Committee 


should be set up forthwith, and I believe that I was the . 


first member elected on it. Mr. Stanley Hall, for whom 
I have the greatest respect, is a member of the Com- 
mittee, but he is not, and never was, its Chairman. 
The Chairman of this Committee is Major Harris, who 
is not an architect or a member of the R.1.B.A.” 


Trivial as such differences may seem, they should not 
occur, especially as the general public are apt to con- 
clude that the profession is more disunited than in fact 
itis. The rift that has taken place is a serious one, and 
unless there is wise handling of the present position it 
may well develop. Is it too much to hope that under 


the leadership of the eminent architect who now presides 
over the R.1.B.A. all influences in the profession may 


pull together for the good of all #

oll Council of the United 
ncit, Kingdom held on Monday 
last, a letter from the 
President of the recently-formed Insti- 
tute of Registered Architects asking 
for co-operation and support was read 
and considered. The Council resolved 
that the request be not acceded to on 
the grounds that the new Institute 
could not advance the interests of the 
architect as a registered person in any 
matter that is not already the concern 
of the Council and could only add to the 
financial charge on the architectural 
profession without any commensurate 
advantage.

asking, ““Why not an open com- 
petition?” The records show that many 
equally important buildings—natioval 
and municipal—have been the subject 
of open competition, and it is a truism 
that if this had not been so, many of 
our greatest architects might never 
have bad an opportunity of exercis- 
ing their genius. If it is argued 
that our most distinguished archi- 
tects would not take part in an 
open competition, the answer is that 
they have already made their names 
and have great works to their credit ; 
why not give the lesser-known or 
obscure men an opportunity of showing 
what they can do? Numerous archi- 
tectural schools are producing 
thoroughly trained young architects, 
and evidence of the quality of their 
work may be seen in our pages and

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at the annual school exhibitions. Are 
these and other brilliant young archi- 
tects to be barred from such important 
competitions as this? By such an op- 
portunity may they prove their worth 
and ability. To train men to produce 
work of a high standard and then to 
debar them from competing in a 
scheme of this magnitude is a regrettable 
waste of latent ability. We hope that 
the presert action of the Government 
may not form a precedent. 


THE news that Sir Charles 

Reed Peers has retired 

Sir from the post of Chief 

C. R. Peers. Inspector of Ancient 
Monuments will be heard 

with regret by those who are familiar 
with the excellent work accomplished 
by the Ancient Monuments Protector- 
ate, under Sir Charles’s direction. Sir 
Charles, who was trained in Sir T. G. 
Jackson’s office, had always a bent 
towards archeology, and was elected a 
fellow of the Society of Antiquaries 
in 1901. He held the Secretaryship of 
that body from 1908 to 1921, when he 
became director. When the Ancient 
Monuments Act, sponsored by Lord 
Crawford, was passed, he became an 
Inspector and was appointed Chief 
Inspector in 1913. He has thus com- 
pleted twenty years’ work of a nature 
for which future generations will have 
cause to be grateful. Allied to an 
insight which has been able to dis- 
tinguish the truly valuable amongst our 
ancient monuments from those of 
merely sentimental value, there has 
been a technical skill that has been 
invaluable in prescribing for the ills of 
ancient structures. The honour of 
knighthood was conferred upon him in 
1931, and the Royal Gold Medal for 
Architecture was awarded him this 
year.

Houses to Let Provisions) Act, 1933, as 
and local our readers are aware, 
Authorities. was framed to provide, 
through private enterprise, 

a supply of houses for letting to the 
working classes. The Government have 
obtained the assistance of the building 
societies in this campaign, and all 
that is necessary is that local authorities 
and the Government between them 
shall guarantee two-thirds of the differ- 
ence between the building societies’ 
normal limit and 90 per cent. of the 
valuation. A correspondent writes :— 
“ The risk of the local authorities is 
almost negligible, because the rents 
for the properties more than pay 
off the building societies’ repay- 
ments, and in most cases with an 
amount to spare to cover costs of 
repairs, etc. The Government have 
asked local authorities to co-operate 
with and encourage and persuade 
builders to go forward with schemes 
under this new Act. There are now a 
large number of such schemes in 
progress and contemplated, and it 
comes as a surprise to hear of a local 
authority in the Midlands which is 
doing what it can to discourage building 
under the new Act by refusing to 
guarantee the first scheme of its kind 
mooted in the district, although the 
scheme had heen approved and valued 
by one of the largest building societies 
in the country, which society had 
applied for the guarantee. According 
to a newspaper report, the only objee- 


tion the council members could make 
was that the houses were not being 
built for owner-occupation. I trust 
that the Ministry of Health is aware 
of such instances, and will take steps 
to inform delinquent councils of their 
responsibilities.” 


THe example of Messrs. 
Art Cadbury, who have offered 
large prizes for the design 
of chocolate boxes, might 
well be followed by other 
commercial firms. The recent com- 
petition was the outcome of an appeal 
made last year, by Lord Gorell, to 
manufacturers, in his report on “ Art 
and Industry.” The results of the 
competition, a successful one, may be 
seen (admission free) at the Leicester 
Galleries, where, in addition to the 
winning designs, others by eminent 
artists are on view—both the original 
coloured designs and reproductions. 
In these days of unrest and uncertainty, 
when artists are having a bad time, 
such competitions do give an oppor- 
tunity to the young designer to bring 
his work before great commercial firms 
who spend large sums on manufactur- 
ing all classes of goods. Designers, 
manufacturers and the public all 
benefit. In the architectural world 
open competition has often produced 
some brilliant young architect who 
otherwise would have remained un- 
known. We therefore highly commend 
the firms who show such wisdom and 
enterprise.

National Housing and Town Planning Con- 
ference. 

A national housing and town planning con- 
ference will be held at Malvern during the 
week-end, November 24-27, under the 
auspices of the National Housing and Town 
Planning Council.

British Legion Poppy Day Report. 

The report dealing with the twelfth annual 
Remembrance Day Appeal for the British 
Legion is now issued. In view of the fact 
that the spending power of the public is 
limited, it is most gratifying to record that 
while the Day 1 has 
achieved no new records since 193%), it has 
at least held its own, the result of the 1932 
effort, with £482,000 (exclusive of Scotland), 
closely approaching £500,000. Of all chari- 
table $, none is nearer the heart than 
this, and it is good to hear that no fewer 
than 362 men are continuously employed on 
the manufacture of poppies, mascots, etc.

They include a housing 
scheme for disabled men. Efforts are being 
made throughout the country to ensure that 
the rapidly approaching Remembrance Day 
shall be a success equal to those of the past. 


Proposed New Church, Sheffield Diocese. 
This church (see page 490) has been de- 
signed to meet the requirements of the Shef- 
field diocese for an inexpensive building 
having a seating capacity of 450. Internally 
the nave from the west end to the chancel 
arch is an uninterrupted void, the customary 
nave arcading being omitted in order to pro- 
vide a clear view, from all points, of the 
altar. By careful planning it has been possible 
to give the necessary internal height, which 
is so great a feature of our ancient churches, 
and to provide a roof consisting of timbers 
of substantial dimensions which would be one 
of the main internal features. Another special 
feature of the church is the insertion of the 
tall dormer-headed nave windows, which have 
been so designed as to afford ample internal 
lighting in a building having a roof with a 
comparatively low eaves level. The architects 
are Messrs. Milner and Craze, L.R.I.B.A. 


Scholarship for Reinforced Concrete Designs. 

For some years past, the Council of the 
Institution of Structural Engineers have been 
in a position to offer annually a travelling 
scholarship of the value of £300. Many mem- 
bers, however, have hesitated to enter for 
the competition as they have felt that to 
fulfil the necessary requirements in regard to 
travelling would have entailed considerable 
difficulty, and in a number of cases it would 
have been quite impossible to obtain leave 
for the requisite period. A new system of 
prize competitions is to be instituted, in 
which the obligation to travel will be with- 
drawn and the amount of work required from 
the competitors will be very much reduced. 
This year, through the generosity of the 
British Reinforced Concrete Engineering 
Company, Ltd., the Council are able to offer 
Brenforce Prizes for the design of a modern 
open-air bathing pool, with ancillary build- 
ings. The preliminary ‘“‘ esquisse’’ period 
will take place on Saturday, October 7, 1933, 
in London and such other centres as may be 
required., The closing date for entry was Sep- 
tember 25. 


Land Development. 
_ At the present time considerable attention 
is being given to the development and the 
9. gem development of readily accessible 
nd sites situated in various parts of the 
country, Although hundreds of square miles 
of suitable landed property have been, and are 
being, opened up by far-seeing private and 
semi-private enterprise, it may be said that 
there is still room for great development. 
We have received a booklet, “Land De- 
velopment,” by Mr. C. R. Stiles, F.S.S., 
F.R.G.S., written with the object of direct- 
ing attention to the great expansion which 
is likely to take place in the near future in 
land development. From its brief but  in- 
teresting pages we take the following :—“ It 
may be predicted that the time is rapidly 
approaching when the financial needs of this 
form of enterprise will be outside the limits 
of private endeavour, with the result that we

The Milan Exhibition. 
Sin. is welcome news that the Inter- 
nations, Exhibition of Decorative and In- 
dustr.al Art and Architecture at Milan has 
been extended for another month, until Oc- 
tober OL. 

The exhibition is the best and liveliest 
Italy has produced in the century, and 
modern Italian architecture certainly reflects 
a new spirit and sense of vitality which can 
be of the utmost value to us here. Both the 
architecture and the organisation of Italian 
housing are well worth studying. 

Housing in Italy is carried out on lines 
rather different from those followed in any 
other country, in so far that it is neither 
governmental nor municipal, but under the 
auspices of a central society known as the 
Case Popolari. Each city has its own branch 
under the direction of a president and 
yarious other officials, who undertake the 
responsibility for the building of flats. They 
receive a special grant from the Government, 
are assisted by the provision of cheap land, 
and can also borrow money at a very low 
rate. They are not a profit-making concern, 
and are able, owing to the various advan- 
tages given to them, to let flats at an econo- 
mic rent and yield a small return on capital. 
The activities of the Case Popolari have 
been tremendous in recent years; huge 
blocks of flats have been erected in almost 
every town of importance, particularly in 
Milan and Rome. This great housing move- 
ment represents only one phase of the enor- 
mous change which has taken place in Italy 
in recent years. 

A visit to Italy before the exhibition closes 
can certainly be commended to architects and

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Building Trade Wages. 

Sir,— If it is “E. B.'s” experience that 
he is now paying five hours’ wages for work 
that would in 1914 have been done in four 
hours, I suggest that it is a matter that 
wants looking into. The investigation should 
start at the top. Compelled to keep in touch 
with labour costs for the purposes of close 
estimating, Iny experience of the rate of out- 
put per man-hour is as already stated. I am 
not, however, unmindful of the fact that the 
figures are to some extent influenced by the 
large number of unemployed operatives, for 
reasons that are obvious.

Ballast, Sand and Allied Trades Association. 
_ Smr,—A letter recently appeared in a trade 
journal saying that “‘apparently the B.S.I. 
(British Standards Institution) has taken 
over, with the approval of the B.S. and A.T. 
Association (Ballast, Sand and Allied Trades 
Association), the work for which the latter 
was particularly formed.” 

In the interests of consumers and of the 
trade generally I trust that you will grant 
space in your pages for an explanation of the 
present position. Without going into the 
many reasons for which the B.S.A.T.A. 
approached the B.S.I., it is necessary that it 
should be stated that the B.S.A.T.A. will 
not sanction giving up the use of its own 
loading line plate until such time as the 
Board of Trade make the use of the B.S.I. 
or other loading line indicator compulsory by 
legislation. 

This Association has made it a condition 
of membership that ali lorries used in the 
conveyance of sand and ballast shall be fitted 
with B.S.A.T.A. loading line plates. To be 
true to its principles this Association could 
not, therefore, recommend to its members the 
use of another indicator the use of which 's 
not compulsory. 

This Association is prepared to continue 
until such time as the Board of Trade accept 
the responsiblity of seeing the end of this 
public scandal,

THE COST OF HOUSES 


The #.1.B.A. Journal for September 9 con- 
tained some interesting conclusions arrived at 
as a result of a questionnaire sent out to archi- 
tects by Sir Raymond Unwin. The pub- 
lished conclusions contain the following :—‘‘ A 
comparison of the amount of space provided 
with the cost is very interesting, and goes to 
show that people desiring to build houses 
can have the advantage of good design and 
supervision of construction by an architect 
without paying any more, and in some cases 
paying less, for a given amount of accom- 
modation, than they must on average pay for 
the house built and sold speculatively... . 
While the Minister of Health is able to point 
to a considerable increase of speculative house 
building during the half-year September, 
1932, to March, 1933, those who are in- 
terested in providing adequate houses for the 
lower paid sections of the community can- 
not but view with anxiety the serious drop 
in municipal house building. The figures of 
cost given in the returns here published can 
but serve to increase this anxiety, showing 
as they do that the speculative builders’ 
houses are only available for those with 
money to invest, or able to pay rents, which 
with the higher rate of interest on the higher 
cost, as compared with manicipal houses, are 
far beyond the reach of the lower paid 
workers for whom the need is most urgent. 
The figures suggest that in many cases the 
land speculator, whether he be the builder 
or another, is responsible for some of the high 
figures where specially poor value for money 
remains after deducting a normal site cost 


from the selling price. These figures supply 
some food for thought as to whether the 
methods of house butiding on which so many 
depend for their homes can be regarded as 
satisfactory. There seems to be considerable 
room for better organisation, better planning 
and better design; as regards the latter at 
least there are plenty of architects able and 
willing to help, and at special fees which are 
impressive only by their modesty.” 


NEW GOVERNMENT 
BUILDINGS 


Tue Office of Works is to proceed with the 
selection of two architects to prepare designs 
for the two new Government buildings pro- 
posed. The first is on land in Whitehall, now 
occupied by Montagu House and by White- 
hall-gardens. This site includes that part on 
which the design prepared by Mr. E. Vincent 
Harris for new Board of Trade offices was to 
have been carried out. The second building 
is for the new buildings on the Calton Gaoi 
site, Edinburgh. An unusual method of 
appointing an architect for each is to be 
followed. The President of the R.1.B.A. has 
been asked to nominate ten architects from 
the profession in England and Scotland. 
These names will be presented to a selection 
committee composed of Lord Crawford (chair- 
man, Royal Fine Art Commission), Sir Wil- 
liam Llewellyn (President, Royal Academy), 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott (President, R.I.B.A.}, 
and Sir Richard Allison (Chief Architect, 
H.M.O.W.). Mr. W. G. A. Ormsby-Gore, 
First Commissioner of Works, will be chair- 
man of the committee, which will select from 
the ten names an architect to prepare designs 
for the Whitehall building. From the same 
list an architect will be selected for the Edin 
burgh building, but by a different committee. 
An important condition in the selection of 
names is that no architect proposed may be 
more than 55 years of age. Such men as Mr. 
Charles Holden, Sir Lutyens, Sir 
Herbert Baker, Mr. Vincent Harris, Mr. 
H. V. Lanchester, Sir Arnold Thornely, Mr. 
John Begg, Sir Edwin Cooper, are automati- 
cally excluded. It would seem that Sir Giles 
Scott himself, though eligible under the age 
limit, will be excluded as being President, 
and also as being a member of the committee. 
The cost of the Whitehall building is esti- 
mated at £2,000,000, and the Edinburgh 
building at £400,000. It is understood that 
about two months will elapse before the de- 
cisions are mace. 

An official at the Office of Works informed 
a representative of The Builder that it was 
not possible to state when the building would 
go forward; the Office of Works had only 
received instructions to make the steps pre- 
liminary to selecting an architect. The pro- 
ject would have to receive Treasury sanction, 
which could only be given when an accurate 
estimate of the cost had been prepared. The 
stipulation of an age limit, it was further 
stated, was made not with a view to exclude 
the older men, but with the possibility in 
mind that, as ten or more years might elapse 
before the buildings were completed, it was 
an obvious precaution to ensure that the 
buildings should be completed in the lifetime 
of the architect. 


Public Works Congress. 

The Public Works, Roads and Transport 
Congress and Exhibition, 1933, will be held 
at the Royal Agricultaral Hall, N., from 
November 13-18. The President is the Rt. 
Hon. Sir Hilton Young, G.B.E., D.8.0., 
D.S.C., M.P., Minister of Health. The pro 
gramme now issued indicates that the Con- 
gress will be of a most comprehensive 
character and of at least as great importance 
and benefit to local authorities as were its 
predecessors. Nearly 600 delegates have 
already been appointed by local authorities. 
A very wide range of the latest and most 
efficient types of machinery, plant and 


materials for municipal purposes will be dis- 
played in the exhibition.

SURBITON HOSPITAL COMPETITION 


Ar the time of going to press we have only 
been able to see the four premiated designs in 
this competition, so it is impossible to give 
any detailed criticism on the competition as 
a whole. 

One hundred and sixteen sets of plans were 
received, and it will be recollected that the 
conditions gave considerable latitude to com- 
petitors, the chief point, which was printed 
in heavy type, being ‘‘ competitors should 
note that great importance will be attached 
to economy in capital outlay combined with 
economy in administrative costs.”’ 

It seemed possible that although this was 
a small competition—the scheme being for a 
total of 62 beds with departments in propor- 
tion, and a nurses’ home for 20~it would 
be of some importance in the planning of the 
small hospital, and that some novel type 
would be found, 

No doubt some among the schemes sub- 
mitted were of this kind, but the four 
premiated designs adhere to established prac- 
tice and show the concentrated type of plan 
rather on the American model, which has the 
advantage of compactness, but necessitates 
long corridors with top lights only, which in 
a large open site is to be regretted, as no 
matter how efficient the scheme of ventila- 
tion, it is almost inevitable that the peculiar 
hospital smell—a combination of anesthetic 
and antiseptic solutions—will pervade the 
whole building. 

All the premiated designs occupy only a 
comparatively small portion of the site, and 
in each case the elevations have a definitely 
modern flavour. All seem inspired by the 
successful design in a hospital competition 
which has recently been completed, and there 
is no doubt that the assessor, in making his 
awards, has taken elevational treatment into 
account to a greater degree than is usually 
the case. 


Advantage of Limited Competitions. 


It will be seen that the first and second 
premiums are awarded to firms with consider- 
able experience of hospital planning, and this 
result seems to justify the assessor’s original 
suggestion that the competition should be in 
a limited form, a certain number of names 
being selected by the assessor from those 
architects who asked to compete. 

This would probably have led to the same 
result as in the present awards, and would 
have saved many hours of useless labour to 
a great number of architects, as well as to 
the assessor himself; this competition seems, 
at any rate, to indicate that the planning of 
the modern hospital, even of the smaller type, 
has become so standardised and specialised 
that any radical departure from the accepted 
type of plan is unlikely to achieve success, 
though considerable skill is required to dis- 
pose of the various parts of a very com- 
plex problem in the most efficient and scien- 
tific way. 

The four premiated designs in this com- 
petition are evidence of this, and of these, 
that placed first by the assessor is certainly 
the most practical and efficient, and has 
the further merit of forming a satisfactory 
and interesting architectural composition. 
Actually, the limitations of the site will pre- 
vent the elevations, more especially the main 
south elevation, from being seen except in 
sharp perspective. 


The Winning Design. 

To turn from general considerations to a 
few observations (necessarily somewhat 
incomplete in the circumstances), the main 
block of the winning design is placed in the 
centre of the site with the main axis 
north-east and south-west. On the north side 
two wings project south-east (X-ray and 
casualty) and north-west (maternity unit), 
with the operating theatre unit in the central 
portion. Connecting this with the ward 


units is the administration block, with a pro- 


ecting wing on the north-west side for 
itchen, etc. The ward units are to the 


south, and are accommodated in two wings 
projecting north-west (female paying patients 
and service rooms) and south-east (male pay- 
ing patients and service), with the children’s 
unit in the centre. From these wings the 
two main female and male wards run out 
as spurs to the south-west. oe 

This plan certainly fulfils the conditions 
in a most practical and efficient plan, and 
the two main wards have the advantage of 
light from three sides, while the compact- 
ness of the planning gives economy in admini- 
strative costs. 

The mortuary is placed to the north-west, 
and is not directly visible from any of the 
wards, etc. 

The nurses’ home, with small cycle store 
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theatre, X-ray, etc., respectively. On the 
south side are three projecting winzs, of which 
that to the north-west accoms odates the 
female ward, the corresponding wing to the 
south-east being for the male ward, with the 
maternity unit in the centre wicg. Here 
again, the nurses’ home is placed to the north 
of the site in a central position, but with the 
same cheerless outlook as in the secon 
premiated plan. The small detached mortuary 
Block is north-east of the main buildings, ~ 

The fourth premium is awarded to a scheme 
which is better in elevational treatment than 
in planning : the elevations have some points 
in common with a recently completed hos. 
pital which has been widely illustrated, The 
plan has the defect of four small light wells and 
a larger enclosed court, and lacks the sim- 
licity and directness of the winning design.

near the road, is approximately on the site 
of the existing Hill Manor, and_ perhaps 
rather far away from the main block for 
convenience in wet weather. 

The character of the elevations can be 
seen from the reproduction which appears in 
this issue on page 502. 


Second Premiated Design. 

The second premiated design also occupies 
the centre part of the site, and consists of 
two symmetrically disposed blocks connected 
by the administration unit and a corridor. In 
the centre the maternity unit, terminating 
in an open veranda, runs approximately 
north and south. The two ward units are 
T-shaped, the wards being of the veranda 
type, with their main axis running north- 
west and south-east, and service rooms to the 
north. 

The nurses’ home is placed centrally to the 
north of the site, and while it is convenient 
of access, this position has not a very cheer- 
ful outlook, with the mortuary, kitchen, 
operating unit and isolation unit immediately 
in front of it. 

The mortuary and isolation units are 
planned as two small detached buildings at 
the north-west and north-east angles of the 
main block. 


Third Premiated Design. 

The third premiated scheme has its main 
axis north-west and south-east, with 
children’s ward at one end and administra- 
tion in the centre and isolation at the other 
end, Two wings project on the north side, 
and contain the kitchen unit and operating

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NEW INSURANCE OFFICES, 
EUSTON ROAD 


REVIEWED BY L. W. THORNTON WHITE, A.R.I.B.A. 


Tue Euston-road, together with its 
Marylebone-road prolongation, is one of 
the important roads of London which, 
though it bas made several promising 
efforts, never seems able to pull itself 
together and establish a distinctive char- 
acter. As a circulatory road it has not, 
of course, had quite the same opportunity 
for the development of individuality as 
have main roads radiating from centres 
of activity. To the south it links the 
heads of streets having strength of char- 
acter derived either from related commer- 
cial or professional effusions, the furnish- 
ings of Tottenham Court-road, the motor- 
ears of Great Portland-street, the consul- 
tations of Harley-street, or from a more 
personable confraternity, the houses of 
Portland-place, the hotels of Woburn- 
place. To the north its interconnecting 
duties concern themselves more with rail- 
ways than roadways, and, while this 
should not provide a cause for embarrass- 
ment, the uncertain liaison, especially in 
the architectural and  town-planning 
sense, contributes nothing to the effi- 
ciency or amenity of the street. This rail- 
to-road, north-to-south, duty is of com- 
paratively recent introduction, and has 
not yet accorded well with the original 
and now, perhaps, less important west-to- 
east intention of the initial plan. 

In the closing years of the eighteenth 
century, the ‘‘ New Road,”’ as it was then 
called, no doubt adequately connected the 
few farms, the church, the green and the 
small assembly of houses which then 


formed Paddington with the somewhat 
larger group of buildings in the outlying 
district of Islington. The road ran across 
the northern extremity of London, tra- 
versing nursery gardens, passing cowsheds 
and bowling-greens, halting at turnpikes 
and wayside inns, and enjoying long 
views across open fields to the north and 
occasionally to the south: the days of 
the “ Yorkshire Stingo,” the “ Queen’s 
Head and Artichoke,” and other in- 
triguingly named inns. A century ago 
Nash’s great and inimitable work of plan- 
ning, connecting the Mall through Regent- 
street to the former cul-de-sac of Portland- 
place, together with the adoption of its 
competitive scheme for the layout of 
Regent’s Park, concentrated attention 
upon the district—and an era of building 
began, an era animated to success by a 
profound understanding of the urban 
problem of co-ordinated design. Some 
thirty years ago, the era of re-building 
began, over a basic plan which was 
ignored, with visible examples of street 
architecture displaying essentials in 
urban design which should have been 
understood, but were not, and “ con- 
trolled’ by a complication of building 
laws which enhanced the minutia of sani- 
tation and structure, but failed to control 
the greater problems of civic appropriate- 
ness. 

Architecture during the first years of 
our present century was apparently a 
merry game of choosing a “‘ style.”’ study- 
ing a few details from buildings of 
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accepted merit, modifying these details ad 
libitum, and combining them in a free 
composition naively conscious of ignoring 
the constitutional elements which created 
the original style. The years 1907-08 pro- 
duced a number of buildings so diverse 
in form and divorced in detail that nowa- 
days one has some difficulty in realising 
that they were created within the limits 
of a few short months towards the end of 
almost a century's retrogression. The 
Coventry-street “ Corner House ”’ vied in 
splendour with the new Victoria and 
Albert Museum at South Kensington; the 
imperturbable Waldorf Hotel raised a 
classical eyebrow; round the corner the 
new headquarters of the British Medical 
Association first exposed its Epstein 
figures to the then alarmed and now indif- 
ferent public; the new Law Courts at Hull 
introduced a scholarly Rome to that brick- 
built city which only a decade or ao pre- 
viously had become accustomed to the 
novelties of a  soot-enshrined Greece. 
Organised Continental travel enjoyed 
popular consent, and flourished. 


The New Building. 

At the west corner of Euston-square in 
1907, the new offices for the London, Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow Assurance Co. were 
built, soon afterwards to become the head- 
quarters of the National Amalgamated 
Approved Society (Professor Beresford 
Pite, F.R.I.B.A., was the architect). The 
offices have recently been considerably 
extended by Messrs. Gunton and Gunton, 
F.R.I.B.A., whose work has been to 
relate the new requirements with the 
strongly idiosyncratic character of the old, 
and to the widened Euston-road. The old 
building freely used the details of Greek 
architecture on major forms associated 
with Renaissance work—-and was hailed as 
initiating a second Greek revival by con- 
temporary commentators pre-occupied 
with the shuffling and re-shuffling of 
architectural “ styles.”” The new building 
adds some 29,000 ft. of floor area to the 
43.000 ft. of the existing work, distributed 
between ground and fourth floors. A fifth 
floor provides 3,800 ft. of recreation room 
for the staff, and a basement 7,500 ft. of 
filing accommodation. Planned in a main 
block of 140 ft. frontage, and connected by 
two bays to the back part of the old build- 
ing. the extension provides wide, uninter- 
rupted floor areas for clerical routine work 
and ample circulation between old and 
new rooms. Future extension has been 
accounted for within the present exten- 
sion; in one section, for example, five girls 
now work in a space wherein eight may 
eventually work in comfort. A single staff 
entrance only is provided at the west end, 
for the main and secondary entrances In 
the old block still retain their importance 
The widening of Euston-road absorbed a 
large part of the forecourt to the ald 
houses on the site, and some adjustment 
in the building line was allowed, to pro- 
ject the new work forward some 22 ft This 
break plays an important part in linking 
the two halves of the scheme together. 

The Portland stone-faced elevation has 
been governed to a large extent by the old 
work. The latter is dominated by an Tonic 
order running through the first and second 
floors, and is crowned by a double attic. 
This arrangement undoubtedly kept the 
building more in scale with the stnaller 
brick and stucco Regency houses with 
which it was surrounded, though con- 
sidered alone, and in elevation, the attics 
seem somewhat overpowering. There are 
two cornices, that at the head of the Ionic 
order the more important by reason of its 
commanding position, but that between 
the two attics tending to assume com- 
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mand through its slightly larger size and 
its elaboration of ornament. The rusti- 
cated ground-floor base, the two-story 
Ionic order, the two cornices and attics, 
all continue through the new work, but 
with important modifications. The higher 
cornice, stripped of its overpowering orna- 
mentation and set back several inches 
behind the plane of the order below, now 
definitely takes second place. The second 
attic sets back still more, and the whole 
elevation, as seen by pedestrians 
approaching on either pavement below, 
builds up well to the added Mansard roof. 
(The grey-green slating on this roof has 
more urbanity of character about it, and 
relates more sympathetically with the 
asphalt roads, the stone pavements and 
the Spring greenness of the Euston-square 
trees than the new red-tile roofs in the 
same neighbourhood.) Had the building 
been sited at tne end of a long vista, as 
Bush House is to Kingsway, the order 
would be too small in relation to the 
attics above, but the building is not seen 
in true elevation, and as approached from 
either end of Euston-road the two-story 
division appears distinctly to be better in 
seale with the street and its surroundings 
than a similarly treated three-story order, 
especially when seen, as it normally is, 
in sharp perspective. The thin corbel- 
supported pediments over the first-floor 
windows appear unfortunately to bisect 
the columns. The bold and free-handed 
iron railing which formerly enclosed the 
front court has been set back to the new 
building line, and, in re-fixing, the stele- 
inspired gate piers have been moved oppo- 
site the side entrance door next the new 
block. Previously the wide horizontal 
plane of the forecourt was an important 
element in relating both ironwork and gate 
piers to the building, and they appear a 
little disproportionate in their new posi- 
tion. 


Details. 

The board-room and main executive 
rooms being all retained in the old build- 
ing, there is little subdivision within the 
new building beyond partitioned private 
rooms for departmental heads on each 
floor. The top floor shows a departure 
from the normal floor plan, for it is 
arranged as two Badminton courts, 
divided by a panelled folding partition of 
Australian silky oak. The whole floor is 
thus capable of being thrown open on the 
occasion of staff dances and similar func- 
tions. At one end is a musicians’ gallery 
arranged over cloakrooms ceiled at a 
lower level than the main room. At the 
other end is an elaborate buffet and open 
kitchen, behind three large chromium 
plate and glass buffet counters, which are 
capable of being moved away when addi- 
tional floor space is required. As a staff 
amenity, access is arranged on to the 
asphalt flat roof, from which long views 
may be enjoyed. The top floor of the old 
building has been re-arranged as staff 
dining-rooms, and a highly convenient 
kitchen arranged with some considerable 
ingenuity into a confined space. The old 
caretaker’s flat is converted into kitchen 
stores, pastry preparation and refrigera- 
tion space, etc., while vegetable prepara- 
tion takes place in the basement, and 
connects to the kitchen by means of a 
new service lift. This lift is also arranged 
to be available for taking deliveries from 
the street quickly up to the kitchen floor. 
Three new passenger lifts are installed, 
and the old lift has been reconditioned 
to meet modern needs. A short tower 
over the staff entrance allows of top drive 
for the two western lifts. 


The heating of the old building was by 
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low-pressure hot water, circulating for the 
most part in large diameter pipes and 
coils. The system generally is retained, 
but radiators replace the pipes in most 
important positions. A new flue and 
boiler serves the heating of the new block, 
through radiators in the normal fashion. 
Coke fuel is retained for the old boiler, 
while oil is used for the new installation. 
Electric lighting is arranged generally 
through .pendant fittings of the enclosed 
opal glass type, giving a soft diffusion of 
light over the whole plane of work. 
Special batteries of projectors are used in 
the recreation rooms. The great dispro- 
portion between men and women clerks 
on the staff (about one to seven) made the 
planning of efficient cloakroom and lava- 
tory accommodation a difficult problem. 
A solution is found by reserving the new 
staff entrance for the use of the female 
staff, and arranging at each floor level 
entrance to the offices between cloak- 
rooms, with lavatories in a new wing con- 
necting through to the old building. 

The structure uses the normally 
accepted building materials for work of 
this character—steel framework, hollow 
tile reinforced floors, brick panel walls 
faced on the main elevation with Portland 
stone, asphalt-covered roofs generally, 
with slating on the road side. Ideal 
foundation on blue clay was discovered 
comparatively close to basement floor 
level, after excavating through dry sand 
and ballast, which was used in the con- 
crete. The basement extends for some 
distance under the front pavement, and 
unusually wide pavement lights (5 ft. 
beyond the new building line) were pos- 
sible. These, in addition to tall stall- 
board lights, desk covered in the ground 
floor offices, ensure excellent lighting con- 
ditions in the basement filing rooms. The 
latter are divided up by glazed metal 
screens. In both structure and finishing 
British or Empire materials are almost 
exclusively used. Flooring is almost 
entirely in Australian jarrah blocks, ai.d 
Australian silky oak is used exclusively 
for doors, panelling, screens, partitions, 
ete. The windows on the main elevation 
are in teak, to harmonise with those in 
the old building, and steel windows are 
used for the rest of the work. Large steel 
lantern lights flood daylight to the centre 
areas of the basement. The brown and 
buff wall tiles of the old building are con- 
tinued around the corridors and staircases 
of the new. 

* * * 


The new building, as an essay in cloth- 
ing a steel framework with the classical 
orders, joins with many distinguished 
contemporaries in the city of London. It 
is perhaps more successful externally 
than some, for it keeps well in scale, 
neither too large nor too small, with.the 
street which serves it. The unconvincing 
thinness of its Renaissance forms, as those 
of its distinguished brothers, is an inevit- 
able result of combining the orders with 
a steel framework—a self-erected fence to 
zsthetic and scientific development which 
architecture appears most reluctant to 
jump. The classical idiom demands for 
its highest consummation a structure 
integral. A building problem of any 
appreciable size, for several decades to 
come, would appear to demand a steel or 
concrete skeleton for its practical, scien- 
tific and economical solution. The two 
demands, by their natures, remain irre- 
concilable, and architecture, if it is to 
develop and flourish, must inevitably 
enfold forms of expression appropriate to 
and appreciative of its highest needs.

The new building was 
erected over an existing basement which was 
constructed in reinforced concrete several 
years previously, accommodating the printing 
works, and special care had to be taken to 
ensure that the printing should not be inter- 
fered with during the progress of the building. 

The main portion of the new building com- 

rises nine stories, two of which are in the 

ansard roofs. The street elevations are 
faced with Portland stone with the exception 
of a plinth in polished grey Cornish granite, 
The upper portion of the facade, where most 
of the enrichment is concentrated, is carried 
out in artificial stone. The Mansard roofs are 
covered with green Westmorland slating with 
ornamental rolls in cast lead ; the dormer win- 
dow frames are in teak. The carved heads to 
the key stones over the ground floor windows 
were sculptured by Mr. P. Bentham, who was 
also responsible for preparing the models for 
the enrichments in artificial stone between the 
windows and the main cornice. A _ con- 
spicuous feature of the exterior of the build- 
ing is the central cupola, which is constructed 
in pumice concrete with an artificial stone 
finish. The elevations facing the areas at the 
back of the building are faced with white 
glazed bricks. 

The main staircases have precast treads 
and risers in white Biancola and white Bian- 
cola dado with a black capping and skirting. 
Most of the floor space on each floor is giver 
up to office accommodation, divided inter 
nally almost entirely by metal partitions, 
glazed with obscure glass above dado height, 
these being easily adaptable for possible 
future alterations. The services are com 
cealed throughout the building in ducts above 
the corridors, to which access is provided by 
trap-doors, and in all rooms ape pipes 
and electric conduits are concealed by fibrovs- 
plaster casings on the ceiling designed to suit 
the fibrous plaster cornices. , 

Heating is by low pressure hot water sappy

“THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXVi.—CONTROL OF ELEVATIONS. 

Sik,—By raising the delicate question of 
payment to professional members of the pro- 
posed panels, '‘ Negative’’ takes me on to 
ground where I had rather not have followed 
him, To some authorities it wants only such 
a proposal to provide the opposition with a 
weapon of destructive force. This and the 
suggestion that if voluntary methods prove 
ineffective the question of arbitrary control 
may have to be explored is well calculated to 
fan into flame the latent hostility of those 
who regard the scheme as an infri ngement of 
the liberty of the subject. 


It does, however, afford me the opporta 
nity of paying my respects to those who in 
support of an ideal have, in such places ae 
Bath, Winchester and elsewhere, willi ngly 
rendered services of great value without fee 
or reward. It is just that their motives were 
beyond question that has commanded a 
measure of public support. It is not the de 
sirability but the feasibility of an extension 
of this movement that is in question, and 
even more particularly the suitability of the 
methods chosen for the attainment of the 
objects sought. 

At the root of the subject lies a genera! 
want of appreciation of architecture—a 
matter for which the architect cannot escape 
his share of sesponsibility. The layman 
knows very well that it is not the specula 
tive builder who is solely responsible for 
misapplied ornament such as imitation half- 
timbering ; or if he does not know it. he has 
but to consult any member of a local autho 
rity to find that the bulk of all plans sub- 
mitted bear the signature of somebody claim 
ing the title of architect. He also knows 
that in a large measure architects are as re 
sponsive to fashion in buildings as are lay- 
men to fashions in clothing, and that fashions 
change. This leads him to suppose the 
present movement in favour of plamer build- 
ings is something akin to nudism, or at least 
the abandonment of the custom of wearing 
hats. He sees the architect of to-day in plus- 
fours with prison crop and no hat; remem- 
bers him with long hair, soft hat and flowing 
tie; judges him to be a creature of moods, 
and wonders what he will be like and what 
his buildings will be like to-morrow 

What it all comes to is that public opinion 
is sufficiently ripe to permit of restrictions 
being imposed in recognised beauty spots; of 
curtailment of advertisement boards, hoard 
ings and poster spaces; of the orderly 
arrangement of build: ngs so that residential 
areas shall not be invaded by factory or 
other unsuitable buildings, and may other 
similar matters. But the time has not yet 
come when those who want half-timber work, 
even though it be but imitation, shall be dic 
tated to by others who would fill up the 
boards with curly edges. 
Any attempt to control elevations stands 
about as much chance of success as would 
the re-imposition of the sumptuary laws

NOTES ON CURRENT LAW CASES 


LANDLORD AND TENANT: THE LAW RELATING TO FLATS 


Wir the increasing resort to life in flats, 
the law relating to thie kind of residence is 
of interest to a large class, and we may refer 
to a recent case reported in the Law Journal 
(Bishop v. Consolidated London Properties, 
102 L.J. (K.B.) 257), as it raises some inter- 
esting questions of law. 

According to the headnote, the defendant 
had demised to the plaintiff a flat, and by 
the lease had covenanted to keep the exterior 
of the premises and all parts of the building, 
not the subject of that, or some other letting, 
in good repair. A downfall overflow pi 
above the flat had become obstructed by the 
body of a dead pigeon, and this caused an over- 
flow of water into the plaintiff's flat, causing 

e to his furniture. The plaintiff 
brought an action against the landlords in 
respect of this damage, and two points appear 
to have been raised in defence: (1) That 
they were not liable, because no notice of 
the defect had been given to them; and (2) 
that they were also not liable, because the 
cause of the defect was fortuitous and occurred 
throngh no fault on their part. The Court 
appears (on the authority of Melles v. 
Holme, 1918, 2 K.B. 100) to have overruled 
the defence on both points and to have given 
judgment for the plaintiff. The decision is 
that of a High Court Judge trying the case 
at first instance, and the decision of the Divi- 
sional Court in Melles v. Holme would be 
binding upon that Court, but it raises points 
of great importance to landlords of flats if, 
without notice, they are liable for the result 
of fortuitous obstructions of this nature—in 
other words, if they are under an absolute 
obligation to prevent such accidents. Where 
a whole house is leased, notice has to be 
given by the tenant of any want of repair, 
but flats stand in a position by themselves, 
as parts of the premises remain in the occu- 
pation or control of the landlords, and the 
reason for requiring notice, viz., that the 
tenant is on the spot, and the landlord is not, 
does not apply in the case of those portions 
of the building remaining under the control 
of the landlord; but all the same, where a 
defect is made apparent to the tenant it 
would appear but reasonable that the tenant 
should notify the landlord. 


After these preliminary observations we 
intend to refer to some of the decided cases 
on this complex subject, but we must first point 
out that in Melles v. Holme (ubi sup.), as in 
the case we are now considering, there was 
an express covenant on the part of the land- 
lord to keep the portions of the premises re- 
tained in his control in repair, as this makes 
a distinction in the cases. In Melles v. 
Holme, the plaintiffs were tenants of certain 
rooms on the first and second floors of the 
building where they carried on business as 
dealers in artificial flowers and millinery. A 
downfall pipe from a gutter on the roof be- 
came choked by some foreign matter whereby 
the gutter overflowed and water entered the 
plaintiff's premises and damaged their goods, 
and a Divisional Court held that notice of the 
defect was not necessary as there was an ex- 
press covenant to repair, and that, having 
regard to the purpose for which the plaintiffs 
had taken the premises, to the landlord’s 
knowledge, the landlord. in permitting the 
gutter to become choked, had committed a 
breach of the covenant to keep the roof in 
good and tenantable condition. 


The cases on the point of liability for re- 
pairs to flats may be found difficult to recon- 
cile one with the other. but it has to be borne 
in mind that the liability depends upon the 
relationship of the parties: (1) the relation 
of landlord to tenant, which is contractual; 
(2) the liability of the landlord to strangers ; 
(3) his liability to persons coming upon the 
premises on business, that is, to licensees; 
(4) his liability to persons coming upon the 
premises by invitation who are known as in- 
vitees, and the liability varies according to 


the relationship. The difficulty was, how- 
ever, diminished when the House of Lords, 
in the case of Fairman v. Perpetual Invest- 
ment Building Society (1923, A.C. 74; The 
Builder, March 3, 1923) decided that the 
case of Miller v. Handcock (1893, 2 Q.B. 177) 
could not be upheld. Both these cases dealt 
with the position of an invitee between whom 
and the landlord there was no contractual re- 
lationship, and in Miller’s case the Court of 
Appeal had held that the landlord was liable 
for a defect in the staircase of a flat although 
there was no concealed danger in the nature 
of a trap. 


The House of Lords in Fairman’s case con- 
sidered all the decisions and held that as 
regards the lodger in that case she was to 
be treated as an invitee and the duty of the 
landlord was only to protect her from any 
concealed danger. 


In the case of flats where the landlord re- 
tains contro! of parts of the premises, in the 
absence of some express covenant on his part 
to k the portions he controls in repair, 
there has been some difficulty in deciding 
whether the obligation he owes to the tenant 
arises out of contract or is a duty imposed 
by law (see Cockburn v. Smith, 1924, 2 K.B. 
119; The Builder, August 20, 1924), but there 
is now no question as to the nature of the 
liability. Where there is no covenant by the 
landlord to keep in repair the portion of the 
premises retained in his control, the obliga- 
tion of the landlord as regards his tenant is 
to take reasonable care that the portions of 
the premises retained in his contro] are not 
in such a condition as to cause damage to 
the parts demised by him. In Hargroves v. 
Hartopp (1905, 1 K.B. 472) there was no 
specific covenant by the landlord, who had 
demised certain upper floors to the plaintiff, 
to keep the portions control of which he re- 
tained in repair. Gutters on the roof had 
become stopped up, and notice was given to 
the landlord by the tenant of the defect, but 
he took no action, and by a Divisional Court 
he was held liable for damage resulting in 
the flat, on the ground that there was a duty 
upon the landlord to take reasonable care to 
see that the gutters were clear. This case 
was approved by the Court of Appeal in 
Cockburn v. Smith (ubi sup.), and in that 
case it may be noted there was an express 
agreement by the landlord to keep the stair- 
cases, passages, entrance-hall and landings in 
good ir, but the lease was silent as to 
the roof. The plaintiff was lessee of a flat 
on the top floor of the building, and owing 
to an escape of water from the angle between 
the plaintiffs flat and the next block, owing 
to the stop-end of the gutter having become 
corroded, damp had invaded the flat and the 
plaintiff had suffered in health. Notice of 
the defect had been given by the plaintiff to 
the landlords, but there was considerable de- 
lay before any steps were taken to remedy 
the defect. 


The landlords had at some time communi- 
cated with their builder. but his delay was 
held to be their delay for the purposes of 
the action. The Court of Appeal, without 
determining whether the liability arose out 
of contract or was a common law liability, 
held that the landlords were under an obliga- 
tion to take reasonable care to remedy de- 
fects and that the neglect to remedy the 
defect after notice rendered them liable in 
damages. The case was also treated as one 
where there was no express agreement to 
repair the roof, and it was held that the ex- 
press agreement as to certain parts of the 
premises did not exclude the implied liability 
to use reasonable care as regards portions of 
the premises not included in the covenant. 
The Court in this case approved the decision 
in Hargroves and Hartopp, and in both these 
cases the giving of notice of the defect was 
treated as material. In Hargroves v. Har- 
topp it was pointed ont that even if it were 
true that independently of covenant no duty 
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can arise to take care except i> respect 
acts of commission, the neglect io act iad 
notice is an act of commission. [he decision 
in Cockburn’s case involved the overruling 
of the decision in Hart v. Rozers (1916 
1 K.B. 646; The Builder, Maren 3, jag) 
that, in the absence of any express agree. 
ment, there was an absolute duty laid upon 
the landlord to keep the roof in repair, 


It will be seen that by the above ca: 
liability of a to repair 
portions of the premises retained in his con. 
trol is now fairly settled by authority of the 
Court of Appeal in cases where he has 
entered into no agreement or covenant to 
1epair those portions, but as to his lability 
where he has made such an agreement, there 
does not appear to be a higher authority than 
that of a Divisional Court in Melles r Holme 
(ubt sup.). The landlord being in 
of parts of the building, it would 
reasonable that in regard to defects of g 
mee teal kind which ought to be within his 

nowledge, no notice should be required, 
and that he should be held liable, but when 
the cause of the damage is purely fortuitous 
and not due to negligence or lack of care on 
his part, it appears from Bishop v. Consoli- 
dated London Properties, the case with 
which we commenced this note, he is treated 
as under an absolute obligation to prevent 
the occurrence of defects. It may be noticed 
that in Melles v. Holme the Court appears 
somewhat to have qualified this general pro- 

sition by referring to the fact that the 
eee in that case was affected with 
knowledge of the particular use that was to 


control 


‘be made of the premises by the tenant. Pos- 


sibly this question may at some time come 
before a higher Court, as the law on the sub- 
ject appears a little obscure, and we have 
endeavoured to state how it stands under 
the decided cases, but we can do no harm in 
recommending tenants, even if there is a 
covenant in their agreements by the landlord 
to repair portions of the premises retained in 
his control, directly they become aware of 
any defect, not to rely upon what appears 
to be the letter of the law, but to take 
the reasonable and safe course and at once 
to give the landlord aotice. 


Flats stand in a curious position as regards 
the law, as was shown in our recent article 
(January 6, 1933) on the case Cruse v. Mount, 
where the question was raised whether in the 
letting of an unfurnished flat there was any 
warranty that it was reasonably fit for habt- 
tation. In the case of houses there is mo 
such warranty on the leasing of an unfur- 
nished house, although there is a warranty 
in the case of a furnished honse, and it was 
argued that a flat occupied a position midway 
between the two. The learned judge in that 
case said he would have had no serious re- 
luctance in holding, if it were open to him 
do so, that the case of a flat was of —_ 
character, and that there was an implied con- 
dition that it was fit for habitation, or at 
any rate that it was not a dangerous struc- 
ture; but he was bound by authority to hold 
that there was no warranty that the flat was 
fit for habitation.

Damp-proof Construction 

SIR, We have been invited by a chent 
who carries on a chemist’s lLusiness, to pre 
pare plans, etc., for a store to be erected at 
the rear of his existing premises, but he 
insists that the interior of the building must 
be absolutely dry, so that he is not troubled 
with damp powders, and labels peeling off his 
bottles, ete. We propose the building to be 
about 14 ft. by 14ft. overall, with flat 
(nominally) asphalt roof, a large window and 
two entrance doorways. It will be necessary 
for the building to be built against his two 
houndary walls, which form a right-angle. 
These will be lined with 3in. breeze blocks 
The two remaining walls will be 11 in. cavity 
work, plastered inside. The floor will be 
4in. by 2in. joists with 1 in. deal floorings 
Air bricks will be inserted for ventilation. 
We shall be glad of opinions on this sug 
gested construction 


Failure of Setting Stuff.

Widening a Highway.

Sin,—The power to vary the width of “ 
carriageway and footway on ‘ making up” 
a street under section 150 of the Public Health 
Act, 1875, or, where it is in force, under the 
Private Streets Works Act, 1892, is obtained 
from section 35 of the Pubhe Health Act. 
1925. By this section, if and when adopted 
by the urban authority concerned, frontagers 
are only liable for the “‘ making up “’ to the 
extent of the widths required by the by-laws 
in force in the district. If a greater width is 
required by the urban authority it must pay 
the extra cost involved in making 

Section 33 of the Act of 1925 also provides 
power for the urban authority to prescribe 
improvement lines for widening streets, Any 
person whose property is injuriously affected 
by the prescribing of an improvement line is 
entitled to obtain compensation from the 
vuthority in respect of such injurious affe: 
tion from the local authority. 

The Roads Improvement Act, 1925, con 
tains powers to prevent the obstruction of 
view at corners and for the pres ribing of 
building lines. Compensation is payable in 
he same manner when property is inyuriously 
affected

ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—XtIII. 


By JOHN RAYWOOD 


TRAPS ON SOIL AND WASH-PIPE 
BRANCHES. 


Ix the preceding articles, in dealing with 
traps on waste pipes serving baths, lavatories, 
sinks and similar fittings, we have been com- 
pelled to lay some emphasis on the need for 
making ample provision for reducing the 
amount of back pressure brought to bear on 
the seal of the traps. When a number of such 
fittings are connected to a soil pipe on the one- 
pipe principle, the development of back pres- 
sure on a considerable scale must be regarded 
as being in practice inevitable, and there is 
nothing to be done except provide means 
of relief and diversion. With the one-pipe 
system, if the risks are adequately met, the 
cost of carrying out a small job, comprising 
amongst the other fittings three or four bed- 
room lavatory basins, will be higher than 
under the system as now generally used. 
Where only a bath, lavatory basin and w.c. 
are grouped and connected to a_ suitably 
situated soil pipe, and all are on the same 
floor level, the risks are lessened and the 
additional cost is very small. Great care is, 
however, still necessary. 

To architects the one great advantage of 
the one-pipe system is that it promises to 
relieve their elevations of a lot of unsightly 
piping; but, generally speaking, it does not 
enable them to dispense with piping, and in 
point of fact, where fittings are so far apart 
as are bedroom lavatory basins, it would 
increase the amount of piping used and its 
cost per unit of length. In comparison with 
current practice, both the quality of the 
materials and the skill used must be above 
average. Leaving on one side for the moment 
consideration of large installations, it seems 
to be worth while to seek a compromise 
meeting the needs of the small job, and 
reducing the amount of piping used both 
within and without the building. The writer 
would propose to bring this about by treating 
the bath, lavatory basin in bathroom, and 
w.c. in adjoining compartment, as one group 
unit on the one-pipe system; the scullery or 
kitchen sink as a unit to which the present 
usual methods would apply; the three or four 


bedroom basins as a group with branches 
joining a single stack descending and ascend- 
ing on the inside face of an external wall 
and emerging just above the gulley and 
above the roof. As this pipe ef. 2 be open 
at both ends and of adequate diameter, the 
back pressure brought to bear on the lava- 
tory waste traps would be negligible. All 
that is then needed is that the traps should 
be of such a pattern as to make syphonage 
impossible, anti-syphonage or other air pipes 
for this group thus becoming unnecessary. 
With nothing to fear from syphonage or back 
pressure, there remains only evaporation to 
consider, and that, in this instance, may be 
safely dismissed with the remark that it is 
much more to be feared when ventilated 
waste pipes communicate with the soil pipe 
than when they join a main waste open at 
both ends. 

The proposal to dispense with a sink waste 
guiley when the one-pipe system is used, is 
viewed with alarm by the writer and others. 
During the War efforts were made to con- 
serve for munition purposes fats discharged 
through kitchen sink wastes by passing the 


effluent through a series of cold-water 
chambers for the purpose of chilling and 
solidifying the grease. The quantities 
obtained were considerable. To throw 


grease on to the interior walls of a soil pipe. 
and then pass paper through the bore, is a 
proposition that carries its own condemna- 
tion. The effects of ordinary soap fats ax 
received with waste pipes connected to bath 
and lavatory basins can be alarming enough 
when consideration is given to the dangers of 
choked ventilating anti-syphonage pipes. 
Choked anti-syphonage or vent pipes are 
much more commonly met with than might 
be supposed. 


Waste-Pipe Traps. 

The first patent for a trap is said to have 
been granted in 1782, and it was referred to 
as a stink trap; but it was not until 1877 
that the fitting of traps was made com- 
pulsory. The earlier patterns were made in 
a great variety of shapes, but it was ulti 
mately agreed that the chief aim should be 
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to make a trap in such a forse that it shoeld
